REFLECTIONS  ON  THE  LIFE  OF  ' 

iVIURRAY _ NO.  II.  I 

BY  RKV.  J.  M.  AUSTIN.  1 

Till  re  was  at  this  liitie  in  London,  a  preacher  by 
tiie  name  o!  liclhj,  who  pnK'laimed  llie  doctrine  of 
the  iiiial  restoration  of  all  nninkind  to  holino'^s  and 
happiness.  lie  was  a  man  j-ified  with  great  elo¬ 
quence.  and  much  originality  of  thought ;  and 
preaching  a  doctrine  which  at  that  time,  was  new 
to  the  community,  he  creai<;d  no  small  stir  and  ex¬ 
citement  in  the  religions  world.  Like  many  who 
have  preached  the  fulness  of  gospel  salvation  since 
Ills  ilay,  he  was  greatly  crdmriniated  by  religious 
prufts.-ers  of  dillerent  sects.  The  most  unfounded  ; 
charges  and  wicked  misrepresentaii<»ns  were  utter- ' 
ed  in  regard  to  his  character  and  his  doctrines.  ! 

Miirtay  had  iicanl  of  this  preacher,  and  lia<l  im-| 
bihed  it  doej)-scnted  prejudice  agnitrsl  him — consid-  I- 
cring  liini  but  little  less  wicked  than  the  Evil  One,  j 
in  whom  he  tiion  strongly  Itelir-ved.  A  young  lady  ■ 
belonging  to  the  same  iVIeihodi.st  Society  uith' 
Murray,  had  frequctilly  listened  to  the  preaching! 
of  Reliy,  and  had  finally  become  cottverted  to  a  j 
belief  in  Jesus  as  the  Saviour  of  the  world.  This 
caused  no  small  stir  in  the  Society;  atid  Murray, 
being  a  chiss-leader,  was  sent  with  several  of  the 
bnuhren,  to  converse  witii  the  lady,  and  bring  her 
back  agaiti  to  the  fold.  'J'he  interview  whitrh  suc¬ 
ceeded  was  one  of  uncotnmon  itiieresi,  and  is  most 
graphically  described  iti  the  Life  of  niurrav.  lie  ' 
entered  upon  the  task  with  the  utmost  seif  cortrreit.  j 
fully  believing  it  would  re(|uire  but  a  very  few  | 
w'ords  t(»  eonvitice  the  deluded  young  Ittdy,  of  th  >  | 
error  shr^  h:id  imbibid.

A.vrcoutk  of  thk  .A-hf.hican  Rf.voi.utiox. — I  sawii 
suited  ill  so'iie  city  paper  lately,  iliai  the  Croion  fountain 
in  the  Dowling  Green,  ocriipied  tiie  spot  uj)ou  which 
h'iood  the  statue  of  George  the  Third,  at  the  coininence- 
tiientoflhe  riwoliitionaiy  war.  This  statemi-iit  brought 
fresh  to  my  recollection  tlie  account  of  that  slaliie  which 
I  have  often  had  fioin  AVilliam  Barrows,  Il.stp,  lute  of 
Ilel.-ron,  .Maine,  vvlio  decia.scd  about  five  years  since, 
at  tlie  age  of  eighty-lwo  years.  He  was  a  soldier  of 
that  war  mid  fought  in  tlie  battles  of  Long  Island  and 
Trenton. 

He  said  when  stationed  at  or  near  the  city  of  New- 
A'oiii,  he  vviili  ten  or  fifteen  young  men  vveiit  one  eve¬ 
ning  without  any  order  or  knowleilge  of  his  command¬ 
er,  With  the  intention  of  compassing  the  death  and  de- 
striiciioii  of  his  .Majesty  the  King,  so  far  as  overthrow¬ 
ing  l;is  statute  would  effect  it.  On  reaching  the  spot 
h;s  ciini[iaiiiaiis  hoisted  him  tip  upon  tlie  house,  behind 
his  .Mtijesly  mid  gave  liiui  an  axe  with  which  he  com- 
t'.iemcd  cutting  of]' his  head,  applying  the  blows  thick 
and  heavy  to  the  hack  part  of  his  neck — hut  the  task 
was  not  easily  accomplished — his  instriitnent  was  soon 
diilied,  and  soon  the  noise  attracted  the  notice  of  the 
tones,  vviio  collected  with  lanterns  in  gretit  numbers 
and  threatened  his  party  with  violence — and  a.s  they  far 
oiilniiiidiered  the  wiiig  soldiers,  the  latter  thought  it 
a  Ivisahle  to  retire.  He  however,  had  tlie  pleasure  a 
few  days  after,  of  making  one  of  a  parly  detached  by 
order  of  their  coiiioianding  officer,  wlio  went  in  full 
day  light,  when  all  the  tories  in  the  vicinity  could  have 
a  view  of  them  and  their  sacrilegous  conduct,  and  threw 
a  rope  iironnd  his  Majesty’s  neck  and  prostrated  him 
horse  and  nil  upon  the  ground.  On  removing  (he 
bronze,  the  statue  of  the  King  and  hie  horse  was  found 
to  he  composed  of  lead,  wliich  those  who  demolished 
them  run  up  into  bullets  and  afterwards  fired  at  his  Ma¬ 
jesty’s  more  loyal  snhjects.  The  statue  was  of  George 
the  Ser-ond  and  not  George  tlie  Third,  if  my  recollection
